An  increase  of  124  incorporations  is  shown  over  the  bi- 
ennial report  of  1002,  a  gain  of  25  per  cent. 

The  receipts  of  the  Department  indicate  a  decrease  for  the 
years  1903  and  1901  as  compared  with  the  two  previous 
years,  and  while  the  business  of  the  office  has  increased  in 
volume,  yet  the  loss  in  revenue  is  traceable  entirely  to  the 
law  regulating-  the  fees  collectable  from  corporations,  passed 
by  the  Eighth  Legislative  Assembly  and  approved  March  9, 
1903. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  law  in  question  was  the  reduc- 
tion of  fees  required  by  domestic  corporations  to  the  extent 
of  50  per  cent  from  the  fee  law  previously  in  force,  and  be- 
cause of  this  more  than  |1 2,500  was  lost  during  the  two 
years,  in  comparison  with  the  like  term  preceding. 

The  fees  received  from  foreign  corporations  have  increased 
under  the  terms  of  the  law  referred  to,  yet  the  increase  has 
not  been  sufficient  to  make  up  the  deficit  on  local  corpora- 
tions, and  the  net  loss  is  nearly  |8,000.

There  were  345  notary  commissions  issued  during  1903, 
and  318  in  1904. 

In  the  custody  of  this  office  there  are  now  on  hand  100 
copies  of  Volume  No.  1  and  81  copies  of  Volume  No.  2  of 
Montana  Codes. 

Additional  codes  should  be  bought  by  the  State.  This 
office  is  informed  by  the  publishers  that  their  supply  is  nearly 
exhausted  and  another  addition  must  be  printed  from  orig- 
inal plates  should  the  State  desire  more  copies.  I  recommend 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  purchase  at  least  250  copies 
of  each. 

The  custom  of  supplying  each  member  of  the  Legislature 
with  a  set  of  Codes  was  not  followed  at  the  Eighth  Session 
and  no  serious  complaint  was  made  because  of  this  rule.  A 
number  of  sets  of  Codes,  as  well  as  complete  sets  of  ^Montana 
Reports,  were  placed  in  the  legislative  halls  and  in  a  number 
of  the  more  important  committee  rooms  for  use  of  members 
and  this  method  apparently  gave  satisfaction. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Since  my  last  biennial   report  some  correspondence  has 
been  maintained  with  the  Department    of    Commerce   and 
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Labor,  Bureau  of  Standards,  Washington,  D.  C,  relative  to 
securing  a  set  of  Standards  of  Weights  and  Measures  for 
this  office,  and  I  am  now  informed  that  a  complete  set  can 
be  secured,  supposedly  without  cost,  in  about  one  year  from 
this  date,  but  balances  will  not  be  included,  and  the  approxi- 
mate cost  of  procuring  these  from  reliable  makers  will  be 
$500.00,  and  I  most  respectfully^  recommend  that  an  appro- 
priation be  granted  therefor. 

The  uniformity  of  State  laws  referring  to  weights  and 
measures  will  be  considered  at  a  conference  of  representa- 
tives from  the  several  states  at  a  convention  of  State  Sealers 
of  Weights  and  Measures  to  be  held  in  Washington  after 
January  1st  next,  and  a  small  appropriation  for  expenses 
should  be  made  to  xiermit  this  State  being  represented. 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Capitol,  I  recommend  that  the 
services  of  all  ])ersons  employed  as  yard  men  at  the  Capitol 
be  dispensed  with  during  the  period  from  December  1st  to 
April  1st.  This  recommendation  is  made  after  the  experience 
of  the  winter  of  1903-4.  The  example  of  maintaining  even 
one  man  in  idh^ness  at  .|90  per  month  during  the  time  men- 
tioned is  not  conducive  to  good  discipline  among  other  em- 
ployes. 

Montana's  new  State  House,  which  was  completed  less 
than  two  years  ago,  now  proves  in  a  measure  to  be  inade- 
quate for  the  comfortable  housing  of  all  departments.  This 
condition  is  caused  b}'  the  creation  of  new  offices  and  depart- 
ments by  the  Legislature  at  each  session  and  the  necessity 
of  providing  additional  office  room.  The  Supreme  Court 
Commission  is  now  temporarily  located  in  the  rooms  pro- 
vided for  the  officers  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
approaching  session  of  the  Legislature  requires  that  these 
rooms  be  vacated  by  the  Commission  and  temporary  quarters 
in  the  building  provided.  The  Historical  Society  is  request- 
ing that  more  space  be  assigned  to  it,  and  this  well  conducted 
department  merits  encouragement. 

In  a  comparative]}^  short  time  an  addition  to  the  Capitol 
will  be  urgent]  v  demanded  to  house    the    Supreme    Court 
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justices  and  officers  and  the  State  Law  Library.  The  State 
Historical  Library  might  well  be  located  in  larger  rooms  in 
the  addition. 

The  distribution  of  public  documents  and  reports  is  now 
made  in  such  a  haphazard  manner  as  to  call  for  immediate 
and  prompt  legislation.  The  present  system  by  which  each 
officer  and  clerk  of  every  department  spreads  broadcast  the 
various  i-eports  without  method  and  without  restraint,  proves 
that  ^Montana  has  not  progressed  one  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion in  this  important  matter  since  its  organization  as  a 
Territory. 

I  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  State  or  some  other 
State  officer  be  by  law  appointed  custodian  of  all  public 
documents  of  every  description  and  this  officer  alone  be 
charged  with  their  distribution. 

Permit  me  again  to  urge  the  necessity  of  the  purchase  of 
extra  volumes  of  Montana  Reports,  1  to  7  inclusive,  because 
of  the  limited  number  now  on  hand ;  also  that  an  appropria- 
tion be  made  for  printing  the  proceedings  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  1889. 

The  insurance  of  the  Capitol  building,  furnishing  and  dec- 
orations, is  especially  recommended. 

There  is  now  an  approximate  defict  for  1904  in  the  appro- 
priation for  help  and  maintenance  of  Capitol  amounting  to 
$2,700.
